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PERMITS  TO  ENTER  THE  TRANSVAAL  OR 
ORANGE  RIVER  COLONY. 


CIRCULAR. 

Downing  Street, 

22nd  October,  1902. 

With  reference  to  my  circular  despatch  of  2nd 
December,  1901,  I have  the  honour  to  inform  you 
that,  owing  to  the  abolition  of  martial  law  in  the  Cape 
Colony  and  Natal,  persons  wishing  to  land  in  those 
Colonies  are  no  longer  required  to  be  provided  with 
permits. 

2.  Permits  are,  however,  still  required  for  the  present 
for  persons  wishing  to  proceed  to  the  Transvaal  or 
Change  River  Colony.  I have  to  request,  therefore, 
that  you  will  give  instructions  that  the  form  of  permit 
issued  shall  in  future  be  headed  “Permit  to  proceed  to 
the  Transvaal  or  Orange  River  Colony,”  and  that  in 
the  note  at  the  end  of  the  form  the  words  “must  be 
produced  at  the  request  of  the  authorities  on  arrival 
at  any  port  in  South  Africa”  shall  be  omitted,  and  the 
following  clause  added  at  the  end  of  the  note : — 

“It  must  be  clearly  understood  that  this  permit  will 
not  be  valid  unless  endorsed  by  the  representative  of 
the  Transvaal  or  Orange  River  Colony  at  the  port  of 
disembarkation.” 

It  is  understood  that  the  Transvaal  and  Orange 
River  Colony  representatives  at  the  Cape  ports  and  at 
Durban  will  in  all  ordinary  cases  take  the  signature  of 
the  officer  issuing  a permit  as  a sufficient  guarantee  for 
its  endorsement,  but  that  they  will  be  able  to  suspend 
or  to  refuse  such  endorsement  in  special  cases,  should 
there  be  good  grounds  for  doing  so.

Sir, — I have  the  honour  to  inform  you  that  I have 
learnt  from  the  Foreign  Office  that  His  Majesty’s 
Charg4  d’  Affaires  at  Rome  has  reported  that  appli- 
cations are  being  received  at  the  British  Embassy  from 
various  British  Colonial  subjects,  arriving  in  Italy  for 
purposes  of  study,  who  having  left  their  Colony  in 
ignorance  of  the  new  regulations  with  regard  to  entry 
without  payment  to  the  national  museums,  galleries, 
excavations  and  monuments  of  Italy,  are  not  furnished 
with  the  necessary  academic  document  upon  which 
free  passes  are  granted. 

2.  I transmit,  therefore,  for  your  information  and 
for  such  publication  as  may  be  considered  desirable,  a 
copy  of  a notice  recently  issued  from  the  Foreign 
Office  giving  the  substance  of  the  law  passed  in  April 
last  in  so  far  as  it  affects  foreigners  coming  to  Italy 
for  purposes  of  study.

His  Majesty’s  Chargb  d’Affaires  at  Rome  has  sent  to 
the  Foreign  Office  the  law  regulating  entry,  without 
payment  of  the  ordinary  fee,  to  the  national  museums, 
galleries,  excavations  and  monuments  of  Italy,  which 
has  been  approved  by  the  Royal  Decree  of  the  13th 
April,  1902. 


The  privilege  of  free  entry  is  by  the  law  accorded 
to  foreigners  who  are — 

(a.)  Artists. 

(b.)  Art  students  and  art  critics  who  have  issued 
noteworthy  publications. 

(c.)  Professors  of  archeology,  history,  literature  and 
art. 

(d.)  Pupils  of  archeological,  historical  and  art  insti- 
tutions; students  in  the  departments  of  literature  and 
philosophy,  and  in  schools  of  practical  engineering. 

Applications  for  a general  permit  for  free  entry  to 
all  museums,  &c.,  must  be  sent  to  the  Ministry  of 
Public  Instruction  on  stamped  paper  of  1 lira  20  c., 
with  an  unmounted  photograph  (of  the  applicant)  not 
to  exceed  5 centim.  by  S in  size. 

Applications  for  free  entry  to  archaeological  and 
artistic  institutes  in  a single  town  must  be  sent  on 
stamped  paper  of  60  centimes  to  one  of  the  heads  of 
the  institutes ; and  if  the  permit  is  required  for  more 
than  a month,  a photograph  must  be  sent  of  the  size 
mentioned  in  the  preceding  paragraph. 

The  applications  must  be  accompanied  by  the  fol- 
lowing documents: — 

For  persons  under  (a)  and  (c),  by  an  academical 
document  vise  by  the  Italian  Diplomatic  Represent- 
ative or  Consul  in  the  country  to  which  the  applicant 
belongs,  or  by  the  Diplomatic  Representative  of  that 
country  in  Italy. 

For  persons  under  (b),  by  one  of  the  publications 
which  they  have  published. 

For  persons  under  (d),  by  an  official  document  show- 
ing that  they  stand  on  the  books  of  the  institutions, 
mentioned  under  that  heading,  for  the  year  in  which 
they  apply.  The  document  must  be  vise  as  in  the  case 
of  the  documents  furnished  by  persons  under  (a)  and 
(c). 

As  His  Majesty’s  Diplomatic  Representative  at 
Rome  is  not  always  in  a position  to  authenticate  with- 
out previous  inquiry  documents  issued  by  institutions 
in  the  United  Kingdom,  art  students,  &c. , are  recom- 
mended to  have  such  documents  countersigned  by  the 
Italian  Consular  officers  in  this  country  before  leaving.

PART  IV.,  WATER  CLAUSES  CONSOLIDATION 
ACT,  1897. 


(1. ) This  is  to  certify  that  “The  Kamloops  Irrigation 
and  Power  Company,  Limited,”  specially  incorporated 
within  the  meaning  of  Part  IV.  of  the  “ Water  Clauses 
Consolidation  Act,  1897,”  on  the  13th  day  of  Septem- 
ber, 1900,  has  submitted  its  undertaking  to  the  Lieu- 
tenant-Governor in  Council  for  approval,  and  that  the 
said  undertaking,  as  shewn  by  the  documents  and  plan

certain  lateral  ditches  with  a view  to  the  irrigation 
of  the  lands  along  the  route  of  the  canal  in  the  district 
within  which  the  Company  propose  to  operate;  the 
acquisition  of  seven  thousand  acres,  more  or  less,  and 
their  division  into  small  holdings  to  induce  settlement 
and  the  cultivation  of  such  fruits,  vegetables  and 
crops  as  can  be  profitably  produced. 

The  amount  of  unrecorded  water  applied  for  by  the 
Company  is  one  thousand  four  hundred  inches,  to  be 
taken  from  Jamieson  Creek,  flowing  into  the  North 
Thompson  River  on  the  west  side  thereof,  about  twelve 
miles  north  of  the  City  of  Kamloops.  That  for  general 
irrigation  purposes  the  Company  will  also  acquire 
with  the  aforesaid  lands  three  hundred  inches  of  water 
from  Bonnard  Creek,  and  two  hundred  inches  of  water 
from  Dry  Creek. 

And  this  is  further  to  certify  that  the  Company 
proposes  to  commence  its  undertaking  by  the  construc- 
tion of  the  said  main  canal. 

And  this  is  further  to  certify  that  the  amount 
of  the  capital  of  the  Company  which  will  be  duly 
subscribed  for  the  carrying  out  of  its  undertaking  is 
hereby  fixed  at  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty 
thousand  dollars  ($150,000.00).

Excerpt  from  Rules  and  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

Rule  59. 

ALL  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills,  properly 
the  subject  of  legislation  by  the  Legislative 
Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within  the  purview  of 
the  “British  North  America  Act,  1867, ’’whether  for  the 
erection  of  a Bridge,  the  making  of  a Railway,  Tram- 
way, Turnpike  Road,  or  Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line; 
the  construction  or  improvement  of  a Harbour,  Canal, 
Lock,  Dam,  Slide,  or  other  like  work ; the  granting 
of  a right  of  Ferry;  the  incorporation  of  any  particular 
trade  or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint  Stock  Company;  or 
otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  individuals 
any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privileges  what- 
ever, or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing  which  in  its 
operation  would  affect  the  rights  or  property  of  other 
parties,  or  relate  to  any  particular  class  of  the  com- 
munity, or  for  making  any  amendment  of  a like  nature 
to  any  former  Act, — shall  require  a Notice,  clearly 
and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the 
application  and,  where  the  application  refers  to  any 
proposed  work,  indicating  generally  the  location  of  the 
work,  and  signed  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicants, 
such  notice  to  be  published  as  follows : — 

In  the  British  Columbia  Gazette,  and  in  one  news- 
paper published  in  the  District  affected,  or  if  there  be 
no  newspaper  published  therein,  then  in  a newspaper 
in  the  next  nearest  District  in  which  a newspaper  is 
published. 

Such  notice  shall  be  continued  in  each  case  for  a 
period  of  at  least  six  weeks,  during  the  interval  of 
time  between  the  close  of  the  next  preceding  Session 
and  the  consideration  of  the  Petition,  and  copies  of 
such  notice  shall  be  sent  by  the  parties  inserting  such 
notice  to  the  Clerk  of  the  House  to  be  filed  amongst 
the  records  of  the  Committee  on  Standing  Orders. 

57.  No  Petition  for  any  Private  Bill  shall  be  received 
by  the  House  after  the  first  ten  days  of  each  Session, 
nor  may  any  Private  Bill  be  presented  to  the  House 
after  the  first  three  weeks  of  each  Session,  nor  may 
any  Report  of  any  Standing  or  Select  Committee  upon 
a Private  Bill  be  received  after  the  first  four  weeks  of 
each  Session,  and  no  Motion  for  the  suspension  or 
modification  of  this  Rule  shall  be  entertained  by  the 
House  until  the  same  has  been  reported  on  by  the 
Committee  on  Standing  Orders,  or  after  reference  made 
thereof  at  a previous  sitting  of  the  House  to  the 
Standing  Committees  charged  with  consideration  of 
Private  Bills,  who  shall  report  thereon  to  the  House. 
And  if  this  Rule  shall  be  suspended  or  modified  as 
aforesaid  the  promoters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is 
presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or  tor 
which  the  Petition  has  been  received  after  the  time 
hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case  pay  double 
the  fees  required  as  herein  mentioned,  unless  the 
House  shall  order  to  the  contrary.  Any  person 
seeking  to  obtain  any  Private  Bill  shall  deposi 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  eight  days  before 
the  opening  of  the  Session,  a printed  copy  of  such 
Bill,  a copy  of  the  Petition  to  be  presented  to  the 
House,  together  with  the  notices  pxiblished.  At  the 
time  of  depositing  the  Bill,  the  applicant  shall  also 
pay  to  the  Clerk  of  the  House  a sum  of  three  hundred 
dollars.  If  a copy  of  the  Bill,  Petition  and  notices 
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shall  not  have  been  so  deposited  in  the  hands  of  the 
Clerk  of  the  House  at  least  eight  days  before  the 
opening  of  the  Session,  and  if  the  Petition  has  not 
been  presented  within  the  first  ten  days  of  the  Session, 
the  amount  to  be  paid  to  the  Clerk  shall  be  six  hundred 
dollars.  If  the  Bill  shall  not  pass  second  reading  one- 
half  of  the  fees  paid  shall  be  returned. 

60.  Before  any  Petition,  praying  for  leave  to  bring  in 
a Private  Bill  for  the  erection  of  a Toll  Bridge,  is 
received  by  the  House,  the  person  or  persons  intending 
to  petition  for  such  Bill  shall,  upon  giving  the  notice 
prescribed  by  rule  59,  also  at  the  same  time  and 
in  the  same  manner,  give  notice  of  the  rates  which 
they  intend  to  ask,  the  extent  of  the  privilege,  the 
height  of  the  ai’ches,  the  interval  between  the  abut- 
ments or  piers  for  the  passage  of  rafts  and  vessels,  and 
mentioning  also  whether  they  intend  to  erect  a draw- 
bridge or  not,  and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

61.  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  Incorporation  shall 
be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by  reference  the  clauses 
of  the  General  Acts  relating  to  the  details  to  be  pro- 
vided for  by  such  Bills: — Special  grounds  shall  be 
established  for  any  proposed  departure  from  this 
principle,  or  for  the  introduction  of  other  provisions 
as  to  such  details,  and  a note  shall  be  appended  to  the 
Bill  indicating  the  provisions  thereof  in  which  the 
General  Act  is  proposed  to  be  departed  from.  Bills 
which  are  not  framed  in  accordance  with  this  Rule 
shall  be  re-cast  by  the  promoters  and  re-printed  at 
their  expense  before  any  Committee  passes  upon  the 
clauses. 

65.  All  Private  Bills  shall  be  prepared  by  the  par- 
ties applying  for  the  same,  and  printed  in  Small  Pica 
type,  twenty -six  ems  by  fifty  ems,  on  good  paper,  in 
imperial  octavo  form,  each  page  when  folded  measur- 
ing 10J  inches  by  inches.  There  shall  be  a marginal 
number  every  fifth  line  of  each  page  ; the  numbering 
of  the  lines  is  not  to  run  on  through  the  Bill,  but  the 
lines  of  each  page  are  to  be  numbered  separately.  Two 
hundred  copies  of  each  Bill  shall  be  deposited  with 
the  Clerk  of  the  House  immediately  before  the  first 
reading.  If  amendments  are  made  to  any  Bill  during 
its  progress  before  the  Committee  on  Private  Bills,  or 
through  the  House,  such  Bill  shall  be  reprinted  by  the 
promoters  thereof. 

By  new  Rule  65a,  passed  on  the  2nd  April,  1901 
(see  Journals,  1901,  page  58),  a model  form  of  Railway 
Bill  i adopted. 

By  65b  all  Bills  to  incorporate  or  amend  Bills  incor- 
porating railway  companies  are  to  be  drawn  in  accord- 
ance with  the  Model  Bill. 

The  provisions  contained  in  any  Bill  which  are  not 
in  accord  with  the  Model  Bill  shall  be  inserted  between 
brackets. 

Any  exceptional  provisions  that  it  may  be  proposed 
to  insert  in  any  such  Bill  shall  be  clearly  specified  in 
the  notice  of  application  for  the  same.

ALL  applications  for  Private  Bills  require  a notice 
over  the  signature  and  address  of  the  applicants 
or  of  their  solicitors,  clearly  and  distinctly  specify- 
ing the  nature  and  object  of  the  application,  published 
by  advertisement  as  follows,  viz. : — -In  the  Canada 
Gazette,  and  in  one  newspaper  published  in  the  County, 
District,  Union  of  Counties  or  Territory,  affected  by 
the  proposed  measure,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper 
published  therein,  then  in  a newspaper  in  the  next 
nearest  County,  District  or  Territory  in  which  a news- 
paper is  published.  In  the  Provinces  of  Quebec  and 
Manitoba  the  notice  must  be  published  in  the  like 
manner  in  the  English  and  French  languages.  All 
notices  shall  be  continued  for  a period  of  at  least  two 
months  during  the  interval  of  time  between  the  close 
of  the  next  preceding  Session  and  the  consideration  of 
the  petition.  Marked  copies  of  (all)  the  newspapers, 
endorsed  “ Application  for  Private  Bills,”  containing 
the  first  and  last  insertions  of  such  notice  shall  be  sent 
to  the  Clerk  of  each  House.

Private  Bills  in  amendment  of  Acts,  or  for  Acts 
incorporating  railway  companies,  shall  be  drawn  in 
accordance  witli  the  Model  Bill  adopted  by  the  House 
copies  of  which  may  be  obtained  from  the  Clerk. 

Provisions  varying  the  Model  Bill  shall  be  inserted 
between  brackets,  and  when  revised  by  the  proper 
officers,  shall  be  so  printed. 

Sections  of  existing  Acts  proposed  to  be  amended 
shall  be  reprinted  in  full,  with  the  amendments  in- 
serted in  their  proper  places  and  between  brackets. 

Private  Bills  which  are  not  drawn  in  accordance 
with  these  rules  shall  be  returned  to  the  promoters  to 
be  re-cast  before  being  revised  and  printed. 

Exceptional  provisions  shall  be  clearly  specified  in 
the  notice  of  application. 

A certified  map  or  plan  showing  the  location  of  any 
proposed  line  of  railway,  also  the  lines  of  existing  or 
authorised  work  of  a similar  character  within  or  in 
any  way  affecting,  the  district  which  the  proposed 
work  is  intended  to  serve,  and  an  exhibit  showing  the 
amount  of  capital  proposed  to  be  raised  for  the  under 
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taking,  and  the  manner  in  which  it  is  proposed  to  raise 
the  same,  shall  he  tiled  with  the  Railway  Committee  at 
least  one  week  before  the  consideration  of  the  Bill. 

Special  Order  of  the  House  of  Commons. 
Resolved,  that  the  Clerk  of  the  House  do  have  a 
copy  of  the  new  Rule  49  sent  to  those  persons  giving 
notice  in  The  Canada  Gazette  of  their  intention  to 
apply  to  Parliament  for  the  passing  of  a Private  Bill, 
together  with  a notification  that  the  said  rule  will  be 
strictly  adhered  to  for  the  future  : — 

49.  Petitions  for  Private  Bills  shall  only  be  received

BY-LAW  No.  431. 


A My- Law  to  repeal  My- La  ws  Nos.  J MS  and  '£33  of 
the  City  of  Vancouver,  and.  to  provide  for  the  sub- 
division of  the  City  into  IVards  and  fi.r  the  number 
of  Aldermen  to  represent  each  such  Hard. 

\\T HEREAS  it  is  deemed  expedient  in  the  interests 
W of  the  City,  and  for  its  better  and  more  equal 
representation  in  the  Council,  that  the  present  sub- 
divisions of  the  City  into  Wards  should  he  altered, 
and  the  number  ot  Wards  increased  as  hereinafter 
provided : 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen 
of  the  City  of  Vancouver,  in  open  Council  assembled, 
as  follows : — 

1.  That  By-Laws  Nos.  118  and  233  of  the  said  City 
lie  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed. 

2.  That  the  City  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  divided 
into  six  Wards,  the  same  to  be  known  and  styled  as 
Wards  1,  2,  3,  4,  5 and  6,  respectively,  and  to  be  com- 
prised and  described  as  follows,  that  is  to  say  : — 

(a.)  Ward  No.  1 shall  be  comprised  of  all  that  por- 
tion of  the  City  lying  and  being  within  the  following 
boundaries,  that  is  to  say  : — Commencing  at  a point  in 
Burrard  Inlet,  being  the  intersection  of  the  northern 
boundary  of  the  City  in  the  line  from  the  centre  of 
Howe  Street  produced;  thence  westerly  along  the 
northern  boundary  to  the  First  Narrows;  thence  fol- 
lowing the  shore  line,  at  low  water  mark,  of  the 
Government  Military  Reserve  to  the  south-westerly 
extremity  of  Lot  185,  Group  I,  New  Westminster 
District;  thence  south-westerly  to  the  centre  of  False 
Creek  ; thence  south-easterly  along  the  centre  of  False 
Creek  to  the  centre  line  of  Howe  Street  produced 
southerly;  thence  north-easterly  along  the  centre  liue 
of  Howe  Street  produced  and  Howe  Street  to  the 
point  of  commencement. 

(b.)  Ward  2 shall  be  comprised  of  all  that  portion 
of  the  City  lying  and  being  within  the  following 
boundaries,  that  is  to  say: — Commencing  at  a point  in 
Burrard  Inlet,  being  the  point  of  intersection  of  the 
centre  line  of  Howe  Street  produced  northerly  and 
the  northern  boundary  of  the  City;  thence  southerly 
along  the  said  centre  line  of  Howe  Street  produced 
and  Howe  Street  to  a point  in  the  centre  of  False 
Creek  ; thence  by  a line  running  along  the  said  centre 
of  False  Creek  to  a point  on  said  False  Creek  to  Abbott 
Street  produced  southerly;  thence  north  along  said 
Abbott  Street  produced  and  the  centre  line  of  Abbott 
Street  to  the  northern  boundary  of  the  City;  thence 
westerly  along  the  northern  boundary  of  the  City  to 
the  point  of  commencement. 

(c. ) Ward  No.  3 shall  be  comprised  of  all  that  por- 
tion of  the  City  lying  and  being  within  the  following 
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boundaries,  that  is  to  say : — Commencing  at  the  point 
of  commencement  of  Ward  No.  2;  thence  easterly 
along  the  northern  boundary  of  the  City  to  the  east- 
erly extremity  of  Lot  184,  Group  1,  at  low  water- 
mark ; thence  southerly  along  the  eastern  boundary  of 
the  City  to  its  intersection  with  the  centre  of  Hastings 
street;  thence  westerly  along  the  centre  of  Hastings 
street  aforesaid  to  its  intersection  with  the  centre  of 
Abbott  street ; thence  northerly  along  the  centre  of 
Abbott  street  to  the  point  of  commencement. 

(d. ) Ward  No.  4 shall  be  comprised  of  all  that  por- 
tion of  the  City  lying  and  being  within  the  following 
boundaries,  that  is  to  say : — Commencing  at  a point 
being  the  intersection  of  the  centre  line  of  Hastings 
street  with  the  centre  line  of  Abbott  street ; thence 
easterly  along  the  centre  of  said  Hastings  street  to 
the  eastern  boundary  of  the  City  ; thence  southerly 
along  the  said  eastern  boundary  to  the  centre  of 
Seventh  Avenue  produced,  thence  westerly  along  the 
centre  of  Seventh  Avenue  produced  and  Seventh 
Avenue  to  the  centre  of  Glen  Drive  ; thence  northerly 
along  the  centre  of  Glen  Drive  aforesaid  produced  to 
the  centre  of  False  Creek  ; thence  westerly  along  the 
centre  of  False  Creek  to  a point  being  the  intersection 
of  the  said  line  with  the  centre  line  of  Abbott  street 
produced  southerly,  thence  northerly  to  and  along  the 
centre  of  Abbott  street  to  the  point  of  commencement. 

(e.)  Ward  No.  5 shall  be  comprised  of  all  that  por- 
tion of  the  City  lying  and  being  within  the  following 
boundaries,  that  is  to  say  : — Commencing  at  a point  at 
the  centre  of  Seventh  Avenue  produced  to  the  Eastern 
boundary  of  the  City  ; thence  southerly,  following  the 
Eastern  boundary  of  the  City  to  the  southerly  bound- 
ary of  the  City  ; thence  westerly,  following  the 
southerly  boundary  of  the  City  to  the  centre  of 
Bridge  street  produced  southerly  to  the  southern 
boundary  of  the  City  ; thence  north  along  the  centre 
of  Bridge  street  produced  and  Bridge  street  to  the 
centre  of  False  Creek  on  Bridge  street  ; thence  east- 
erly along  the  centre  of  False  Creek  opposite  a point 
on  the  centre  of  Glen  Drive  produced  northerly ; 
thence  southerly  along  the  centre  of  Glen  Drive  pro- 
duced and  Glen  Drive  to  the  Centre  of  Seventh 
Avenue  ; thence  easterly  along  the  centre  of  Seventh 


Avenue  and  Seventh  Avenue  produced  to  the  point  of 
commencem  en  t. 

(f)  Ward  No.  6 shall  be  comprised  of  all  that  por- 
tion of  the  City  lying  and  being  within  the  following 
boundaries,  that  is  to  say  : — Commencing  at  a point 
on  the  westerly  boundary  of  the  City  in  the  centre  of 
False  Creek  ; thence  following  the  said  westerly 
boundary  to  the  intersection  of  the  centre  of  Camp- 
bell street  with  English  Bay  ; thence  southerly  along 
the  centre  line  of  Campbell  street  to  the  southerly 
boundary  of  the  City  ; thence  easterly  along  the 
southern  boundary  of  the  City  to  the  centre  line  of 
Bridge  street  produced  ; thence  northerly  along  the 
centre  of  Bridge  street  produced  and  Bridge  street  to 
the  centre  of  False  Creek  ; thence  westerly  along  the 
centre  of  False  Creek  to  the  point  of  commencement. 

3.  There  shall  be  elected  annually  two  fit  and  proper 
persons  to  represent  each  of  the  Wards  Nos.  1 , 2,  3, 
4,  5,  and  6. 

4.  This  By-law  shall  not  come  into  force  and  take 
effect  until  on  and  after  the  first  day  of  January, 
1904.
